VIATION in the Army can be divided 
into three separate categories. The 
first of these to come into being was the 
small sections, usually consisting of two 
officers, two mechanics and two aircraft.

all branches of 
the service today 
have such avia- 
tion sections, e.g.,

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Changing Air Doctrine 
RITING in the November issue 
of Air Force magazine, Lt. Gen. 

Laurence S. Kuter, USAF, declares | | 
that “for the first time since military | 
aviation began, we have unadulter- 
ated air doctrine in comprehensive in- 
tegrated form.” 

The Air University Commander, 
recognized as one of the Air Force’s 
most articulate strategists, recounts 
how the air force started WWII oper- 
ations under War Department Field 
Manual 31-35, Aviation in Support of 
Ground Forces. 

Present Air Force doctrine, says 
General Kuter, holds that control of 
the air is achieved when air forces 
can conduct effective air operations 
while denying this opportunity to the 
enemy. 

“Then,” declares General Kuter, 
air forces can, if required, exploit 
their powers in other types of air 
operations to further the over-all 
mission. Surface forces likewise can 
exploit control of the air according 
to their own capabilities. 

“Doctrine has brought control of 
the air into proper perspective,” the 
Air University chief asserts. 

General Kuter says in Air Force, 
publication of the air Force Associa- 
tion, that the early WWII concept re- 
sulted in the air forces being “grossly 
misapplied in Tunisia until they 
went on the offensive under central- 
ized direction.” 

He maintains that the early WWII 
doctrine “failed to recognize that air 
forces must be commanded and em- 
ployed as entities and that the first 
task of air forces in war is to win the 
air battle.” 

General Kuter relates the changes 
made in air doctrine through WWII 
and in the postwar period, stressing 
the change of emphasis from control 
of the air to permit “friendly forces 
to conduct operations without fear 
of effective air attack” to the present 
situation where “we define control 
of the air predominantly in terms of 
air operations and air capabilities.” 

General Kuter says that “our doc- 
trine frankly evaluates the impact of 
atomic warfare. It concludes that 
surface forces may never again be 
able to mass and maneuver with vir- 
tual immunity from devastating air 
attack.” 











Recommendations 


In addition to recommendations for in- 
creases in pay and allowances and restor- 
ation of the WWII $1500 income tax ex- 
emption, here are highlights of the ac- 
companying summary of “career attrac- 
tiveness” proposals received at USAF 
Headquarters from major commands:

HE following is the text of comments prepared at USAF Headquarters for wide 
dissemination throughout the Air Force. It is designed to inform the major com- 
mands of Air Staff action on proposals to improve “career attractiveness.” 


The Air Force report is believed to be one of the most comprehensive treat- 
ments of this subject since publication of the Womble Report. It also provides an 
insight into future Air Force action, on Capitol Hill and at the Pentagon, towards 
implementing many of the recommendations which require action. 


Boost Pay and Allowances 


1. Increases in pay and allowances were 
recommended by every major commander 
as a prime factor in making the Service more 
attractive as a career. Current pay rates 
established by the Pay Readjustment Act of 
1952 are considered inadequate because of the 
increase in the cost-of-living index since that 
time. Specific recommendations with regard 
to an increase in pay and allowances include: 


a. A recommendation that pay scales be 
geared to the cost-of-living index. 


b. A recommendation that quarters and 
subsistence allowance be more realistic so 
that they would actually reflect the cost of 
quarters and subsistence. 


ec. A recommendation that entitlement of 
officers and airmen to subsistence allowance 
be on the same administrative basis. 


d. A recommendation in respect to allow- 
ance in lieu of quarters, that the Depend- 
ents’ Assistance Act of 1950, which expires 
30 June 1955, be established on a permanent 
basis. 


e. A recommendation that the charge for 
meals in messes be no greater than the 
amount of the subsistence allowance. 


f. A recommendation that a greater pay 
differential be designed between airmen and 
NCO grades, thereby increasing the prestige 
of the NCO and creating more incentive for 
advancement to the airman. 


gz. A recommendation that the $1.500 in- 
come tax exemption in effect during World 
War II be restored. 


h. A recommendation that the cost of uni- 
forms and service clothing be tax exempt. 

Air Staff Position: The Air Staff position in 
general with regard to these suggestions is 
that of enthusiastic support concerning an 
increase in pay and allowances. A Depart- 
ment of Defense legislative proposal for a 
straight 8 per cent increase in basic pay and 
allowances is still active. Additionally, on 
1 Sept. 1954 a Department of Defense Ad Hoc 
Committee was appointed to prepare an up- 
to-date legislative proposal for pay increases. 
The Air Force representative on the Com- 
mittee has been advised of the recommenda- 
tions of the major commanders and considera- 
tion will be given to them. A firm Air Staff 
position will be taken when the recommenda- 
tions of the Ad Hoc Committee have been 
received. 


Other Rec dations 





2. Other recommendations from the major | 


commanders include: 


a. A recommendation that a dislocation 
allowance be granted to cover non-reim- 
bursable expenses incurred by the member. 

Air Staff Position: The Air Staff supports 
an active Department of Defense legislative 
proposal which would authorize a disloca- 
tion allowance equal to the applicable basic 
allowance for quarters for cone month for 
each PCS move. 


b. A recommendation that JTR be amended 
to provide for a more equitable reimburse- 
ment for TDY travel. 

Air Staff Position: A study within the Air 
Staff is almost completed on per diem rates. 
One important item concerns reimbursement 
to airmen on TDY at a military installation. 
The Department of the Army is presently 
sponsoring a legislative proposal which would 
increase the maximum per diem allowance 
from $9.00 to $13.00. 


ec. A recommendation that reimbursement 
of dependent travel allowances be extended 
to include all members with dependents, thus 
removing the grade restrictions in JTR under 
which members with dependents below grade 
of Airman First Class with 7 or more years 
are not entitled to reimbursement. 

Air Staff Position: The Air Staff recently 
submitted a proposal to the Joint Commit- 
tee on Per Diem, Travel and Transportation 
Allowances which recommended that mili- 
tary members in grade of E-4 with 4 years’ 
service, and higher grades, be authorized to 
move household goods and dependents at 
Government expense. 


d. A recommendation that basic allowance 
for quarters with dependents be authorized 
when both members are in the service. 

Air Staff Position: Department of Defense 
is now attempting to secure increased allow- 
ances. However, such action requires amend- 
ment to the Career Compensation Act which 
precludes personnel from drawing increased 
allowances for dependent if such dependent 
is receiving basic pay. 








e. A recommendation that military person- 
nel be allowed to participate in the Air Force 
Suggestion Program. 


Air Staff Position: A proposed legislative 
item providing for payment of cash awards 
to military personnel is being formulated for 
the Department of Defense approval and in- 
corporation into the 1955 Department of De- 
fense legislative program. 


f. A recommendation ‘‘that arbitrary legis- 
lative restrictions on the operation of com- 
missaries be removed so as to restore full 
control of commissaries to the Secretary. In 
that way, it is feit, commissaries could be 
operated in the best interests of the service.’’ 

Air Staff Position: The Secretary of the 
Air Force and representatives of OSD an- 
nually have recommended that restrictive 
language on commissary operations appear- 
ing in the annual Military Appropriations 
Act be eliminated in its entirety. However, 
Congress has continued to include the restric- 
tions notwithstanding the objections of mili- 
tary departments. 

The Armed Services’ Commissary Store 
Regulation has established a price differential 
between commissary stores and commercial 
stores of 20 per cent less the individual store 
markup. In compliance with Section 717 of 
the Military Appropriations Act the Air 
Force is presently operating under a 3% per 
cent surcharge in the ZI and a surcharge of 
3 per cent in overseas areas. Annual reports 
indicate that there is an average savings in 
excess of 25 per cent to personnel authorized 
to purchase in commissary stores. 


g. A recommendation that complete medi- 
cal and dental care be given to dependents. 


Air Staff Position: The Air Staff supports 
the recommendations of the Noulton Com- 
mission which have been incorporated into 
the Medical Care for Dependents Bill which 
is included in the Department of Defense 
legislative program. The contents of this 
Bill are considered the best means of cur- 
rently meeting the problem of dependent 
medical care. 


h. A recommendation ‘‘that a registration 
system be established to allow all military 
personnel and their adult dependents to vote 
in Federal elections without establishing local 
residence and registration.’’ 


Air Staff Position: The Air Staff has sun- 
ported a proposed amendment to the Federal 
Voting Law which is included in the Depart- 
ment of Defense 1955 legislative program. 
The amendment would provide that military 
personnel, their adult dependents, as well as 
certain other Federal employees not residing 
at their places of residence, would be per- 
mitted to vote in Federal elections. This 
law, however. requires implementation by the 
various states because they have the legal 
right to specify the qualifications of electors 
including residence, registration and absentee 
voting. 


i. A recommendation that Reserve officers 
who are forced into inactive status by RIF 
receive severance pay. 


Air Staff Position: A Department of De- 
fense Ad Hoc Committee is currently engaged 
in preparing legislative proposals to provide 
separation pay benefits similar to severance 
pay benefits now authorized for Regular offi- 
cers, for Reserve officers who are involun- 
tarily released after extended periods of 
active duty. The Reserve Forces Policy 
Board of the Department of Defense has 
already approved the broad principles of 
such a plan. Current action involves Commit- 
tee studies to work out a detailed plan upon 
which legislative proposals may be based. 


J. A recommendation that widows of Regu- 
lar officers who die on active service be 
eligible for survivor benefits under the 
FECA. 


Air Staff Position: For the past two years 
a Department of Defense Ad Hoc Committee 
has been developing a new survivor benefit 
plan which is intended to remove existing 
inequities between Regulars and Reserves in 
this area. The plan which received the sup- 
port of all the Services was approved by the 
Department of Defense and submitted to 
the so-called ‘‘Kaplan Committee’ which at 
that time was conducting a study of all Fed- 
eral retirement systems including the sur- 
vivor benefit aspects thereof. The Kaplan 
Committee has now adopted a slightly modi- 
fied version of the Department of Defense 
plan and has recommended to the Congress 
that the revised plan be enacted into perma- 
nent legislation. One of the features of that 
plan would terminate FECA coverage for 


| 








Reserve personnel upon their becoming en- 
titled to coverage under the new survivor | 
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benefit legislation. Current status of this 
item is that a select committee of Congress- 
men representing the several standing com- 
mittees having an interest in this proposal 
has been established for the purpose of re- 
viewing existing survivor benefit systems and 
the new survivor benefit proposal. This com- 
mittee is expected to begin functioning in the 
very near future. 


k. A recommendation that Reserve officers 
upon retirement be entitled to select a home 
of record. 

Air Staff Position: The Department of De- 
fense has approved recommendations of an 
Ad Hoc Committee that legislation be sought 
to authorize Reserve offic to select a home 
of record for travel and transpojftation pur- 
poses when they: } 

Are retired for physical a 
placed upon the temporary disability 
tired list, or 

Are retired for any other reason, honor- 
ably separated from service, or released 
from active duty immediately following at 
least eight years of continuous active duty 
(no single break therein of more than 90 
days).

1. A recommendation that UCMJ be revised 
to return more authority to the Squadron 
Commander, to streamline present cumber- 
some regulations and to reexamine Article 15 
as a disciplinary measure against officers. 

Air Staff Position: The Judge Advocate 
General in conjunction with the other Judge 
Advocates General and the United States 
Court of Military Appeals, has recommended 
amendments which would increase powers 
of commanders under Article 15 in imposing 
non-judicial punishment. The changes would 
permit prompt and effective disposition of 
minor offenses. 


m. A recommendation that the Technician 
Rating System be reestablished in the USAF. 


Air Staff Position: A study to determine 
the requirements has been completed. It is 
now being reviewed and evaluated so that an 
Air Staff position can be determined on the 
adoption of such a system. 


n. A recommendation to change the nega- 
tive title of non-commissioned officer to a 
more positive title such as ‘‘airman officer." 

Air Staff Position: Although adoption could 
have a favorable psychological effect, the 
term NCO is now so widely used that it has 
lost its negative meaning. Any contempla- 
tion of a change will be held in abeyance 
pending final decision on the technician rat- 
ing problem. 


o. A recommendation to give NCOs more 
freedom and privileges. 

Air Staff Position: Revision of AFRs 30-10 
and 35-22 currently being processed will pro- 
vide for specific identification of the NCO 
group in the DD Form 2AF by inserting the 
term ‘‘NCO”’ in the grade block. Further- 
more it restricts reauirement for use of 
‘“‘Armed Forces Liberty Pa:s’’ to airmen 
in other than NCO grades. Thus NCOs may 
use DD Form 2AF for identification, pass 
and other purposes similar to the use pro- 
vided for commissioned officers. 


p. A recommendation that the Government 
provide complete coverage against loss and 
damage to personal property being moved 
as a result of official orders, and that com- 
mercial carriers be monitored so that car- 
riers giving substandard service be denied 
further Government contracts. 

Air Staff Position: No action to change cur- 
rent practices in movement of household 
goods is contemplated. The Government now 
provider a minimum for liability coverage 
by the carrier. The shipper has the option 
to procure additional coverage at personal 
expense. However, legislation to increase the 
limit of $2,500 on claims against the Govern- 
ment was introduced in the 83d Congress. 
The bill passed the House but was held up 
in the Senate. It is anticipated that this bill 
will be reintroduced at the next session. 

A new policy of collaboration between the 
Judge Advocate General and the Director 
of Transportation regarding claims for loss 
or damage which indicate that the carrier 
has violated current requirements will result 
in action to prevent recurrences. 


q. A recommendation that Government in- 
surance be increased on a sliding scale pro- 
portionate to the growing cost of living. 

Air Staff Position: An increase in Govern- 
ment insurance coverage is not considered 
appropriate particularly in view of the fact 
that the present indemnity is furnished with- 
out cost to the service member. 


r. A recommendation to promote E-6s and 
E-7s on an Air Force-wide basis. 

Air Staff Position: Promotion of E-6s and 
E-7s on an Air Force-wide basis is considered 
inequitable because: (1) One Commander 
could promote against a vacancy in another 
command; (2) ZI and overseas manning re- 
quirements differ in many skills; (3) Changes

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Navy Spells Out Rules For Voluntary 
And Statutory Age-Service Retirement 


Rules governing voluntary retirement 
from the Navy, as well as all other types 
of nondisability retirement, have been 
spelled out in a new directive prepared 
by the Bureau of Naval Personnel. 

The detailed instructions released by 
VAdm James L. Holloway, jr., USN, also 
give a brief resumé of laws covering 
voluntary, statutory age and statutory 
service retirement. 

Requests for retirement, according to 
the new instructions, should be addressed 
by officers and 
warrant ,, officers 
with less than 30 
years’ service to 
the Secretary of 
the Navy. They 
must be submitted 
via the chain of 
command, the 
chief of the cog- 
nizant bureau in © 
the case of staff 


officers, and the 
Chief of Naval | 
Personnel. 





Suggested form 
for the requests is 
as follows: “Hav- 
ing completed—— 
years’ active service, it is requested that 
I be transferred to the retired list of 
the Navy, effective ——_———.”. BuPers 
points out that requests “should be sub- 
mitted three months in advance of the 
desired date.” 

Issue Orders 


After the President or Secretary of 
the Navy has approved the retirement, 
the Chief of Personnel will issue retire-

ment and release from active-duty or- 
ders. These orders contain the effective 
date of retirement, the detachment 
date, the laws under which the officer 
is retired, and his rank on the retired 
list. They will authorize him to report 
for his final physical examination nad 
processing. 

Officers usually will be detached as of 
the last day of the month as all retire- 
ments become effective and retired pay 
commences on the following first day of 
the month. If officers are detached prior 
to the effective date of their retirement, 
the remaining time until the effective 
date of retirement will be counted 
against their annual leave. 

Those on sea duty or at overseas duty 
stations normally will be ordered to re- 
port to the commandant of the nearest 
continental Navai District about 10 days 
prior to the effective date of retirement. 
If they so desire, and make a letter re- 
quest to the Chief of Personnel, they may 
be released from active duty on the ef- 
fective date of retirement at their over- 
seas duty station. Such officers would 
assume retired status when they are 
placed upon the retired list. 

Officers will be given a lump-sum pay- 
ment for their accrued leave, but not 
to exceed 60 days’ active-duty pay and 
allowances. 

Pay accounts of retiring personnel 
are closed out on detachment and for- 
warded to the BuSandA field office 
where retired pay accounts are carried. 
Any infomation relating to retired pay 
matters should thereafter be addressed 
directly to the Field Branch Bureau of

Gen. Adler Calls for “Banishment 


Of Narrow-Visioned Service Rivalries’ 


Calling for the fusion of U. S. resources 
and manpower to a condition of greatest 
strength, Maj.

Before an audience which included 
many high-ranking military personali- 
ties, including Lt. Gen. Withers A. Bur- 
ress, USA, First Army commander, who 
himself retires at the end of November,

It is 
estimated that in war time troop 
carriers would be employed only 
about five per cent of their flying 
time in the actual transportation 
of soldiers; in the remaining 95 
per cent they would be available 
for the movement of cargo. 

Thus they are today being util- 
ized as USAFE’s Air Logistic Serv- 
ice moving replacement parts from 
depots to bases and, importantly, 
requisitions from bases to depots, 
in a fraction of the time it would 
take by mail and rail. 

The “Shortenin’ Bread” air cargo 
network now carries 515 to 520 tons 
per week on scheduled flights. 

Result: more aircraft in che air 
and less need for big stocks in the 
depots — increased combat effi- 
ciency for less cost.

Post-Election Spurt Seen 


For New Reserve Plan 


Now that the elections are over, the 
Pentagon is expected to speed work on 
the Reserve Forces Plan, which will go 
forward to the 84th Congress early next 
year. 

Authoritative word late this week was 
that, after long months, a specific plan 
had not yet been formalized and put in 
writing for approval of the National 
Security Council. 

However, it can be anticipated that this 
will be done shortly. Assistant Secretary 
of Defense L. Carter Burgess has been 
making the Reserve Forces Plan his No. 1 
priority matter since assuming office. 

Observers believe that the President 
himself will take the leadership, in ad- 
vance of the 84th Congress, to acquaint 
the nation with the Administration’s pro- 
posals for strengthening the Reserve 
Forces. 





Congressional Action 
On Housing in Europe 


The Congress, in passing the military 
housing bill this year, knocked out hous- 
ing requests for Europe but added au- 
thorization for the Defense Department 
(subject to the approval of the Director 
of the Budget) to construct or lease 
family housing in foreign countries to the 
tune of $25,000,000. 

Funds are to be provided through the 
use of foreign currencies in accordance 
with the provisions of the Agricultural 
Trade Development and Assistance Act,

The growing U. S. Air Force in Europe, driving hard to increase its combat capa- 
bilities to the maximum, is sorely beset with a critical shortage of housing—a short- 
age for which there is no solution in sight. 

Because of the great impact on morale, and hence on military effectiveness, Lt. 
Gen. William E. Tunner, USAFE commander, is exploring every avenue of approach 
in an effort to see that the personnel of his command and their families are cared 


for properly. 

The only bright spot is Germany. But, 
while welcome, it is not too much of a 
consolation, for the build up is not taking 
place there but in France, where five 
new bases are to be opened in the next 
six months. 

England and North Africa, too, are suf- 
fering severely from insufficient and in- 
adequate housing. 

Even the treaty giving West Germany 
autonomy will not adversely affect the 
housing there. Confiscated property will 
be retained as prizes of war. Requisi- 
tioned property will be returned to the 
Germans, but there will be a period of 
from 18 months to two years before the 





Many in France live in trailers which 
cost an average of $2,500, bought on down 
payments of $400 to $500 with monthly 
payments of about $100 for two years. 
They pay $6.00 a month for parking space 
with no utilities or sewerage systems and 
cook with bottled gas. 

To help the trailer owners, General 
Tunner has directed construction of base 
trailer camps with utilities, running 
water, sewerage systems, central laundry 
facilities, etc. The first of these, though 
not completed, is now opened for occu- 
pancy at Toul and others are under con- 
struction.

transition is entirely completed. Mean- 
time the German government is building 
apartments and duplex houses. These 
will be paid for by the German govern- 
ment but will be retained after the 
treaty with maintenance only being paid 
by the United States. 

In France—one of the real sore spots 
—some Air Force personnel are paying 
$350 to $500 a month in rent. The station 
allowance, ranges from $3 to $7 a day, 
does not go far in helping Service fami- 
lies to carry this burden. Even so, many 
families are forced to live 20, in fact up to 
50, miles from their base. The problems 
of the families of commissioned and non- 
commissioned officers living 20 or more 
miles from the base are enormous. 

Schooling is a serious one. American 
schools are on the bases, so that when 
father leaves for duty in the morning 
he must take the children with him and 
they must make the best of their time 
between the 3 o’clock school closing and 
the 5 or 6 o’clock when father is off duty 
and ready to go home. Commissary and 
PX shopping for the wives is a similar 
problem. Two cars would be a solution, 
but too expensive a one for Service fami- 
lies.

The drawback has been that virtually 
all the bases are far from cities or towns 
and five years is not sufficient to amortize 
their investment, so that builders gen- 
erally have been reluctant to put money 
into the project. However, 410 units are 
being built at Chateauroux, about 100 
miles southwest of Paris. The largest 
of these apartments will contain 950 
square feet with three bedrooms, and the 
average rent is $125 a month. 

The French situation is even more 
critical in light of the fact that our air 
strength in Germany is being relocated 
to the west with a corresponding build- 
up in France. This has no relation to the 
German treaty but is based solely on 
military considerations and NATO re- 
quirements. 

We must move back in face of the Rus- 
sian threat. Bases in Germany are only 
a few minutes away—MiG-time—from 
Soviet bases in East Germany. Even the 
most efficient warning system would be 
of little value. The only tactical units 
remaining in the U.S. zone of Germany 
at present are two tactical Troop Car- 
rier Wings at Rhein-Main, Frankfurt, and 
Neubiberg, Munich, three fighter-bomber,

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Army Plans Maximum Holiday Leave; Will 
Also Permit Early Release Of Officers-EM 


The Army announced on 5 November 
plans to give Christmas-New Year holi- 
day leave to “the maximum possible 
number of eligible military personnel.” 

Also reported were plans for early re- 
lease of many officers and enlisted men. 

All training, except basic and advanced 
individual training, will be suspended 
during the Christmas holiday period from 
8 a.m. 18 Dec. to 8 a.m. 3 Jan. 

The Army’s two eight-week training 
phases for new soldiers will be continued 
to enable fulfillment of commitments, the 
Pentagon said. 

Normally, about half of eligible per- 
sonnel will be on leave for Christmas, the 
other half over the New Year period. 

Because antiaircraft defenses must be 
manned on a 24-hour schedule, members 
of the Antiaircraft Command will be ex- 
cluded from provisions of the holiday 
leave policy. 

Although no suspension of recruit 
training will be possible, the Army has 
authorized commanding officers to read- 
just basic training schedules where prac- 
ticable to permit short leaves for trainees 
during the holiday period, if such action 
does not extend the training cycle. 

Maj. Gen. Paul F. Yount, USA, Chief 
of Transportation, was given responsi- 
bility to coordinate plans for absorption 
of the holiday travel load with the man- 
agements of public carriers and local 





transportation officers. 


Army personnel whose release from ac- 
tive military service would normally take 
place during the Christmas-New Year 
period will, with some exceptions, be 
separated between 13 and 17 Dec. in order 
that they may spend the holidays at 
home. 

Officers and enlisted men who return 
from overseas and are scheduled for 
separation during the holiday season pe- 
riod will be separated as soon after 
arrival as possible. To preclude overseas 
returnees from reporting for reassign- 
ment during the Christmas holiday pe- 
riod, leave for this period has been au- 
thorized. 

Exceptions to the policy are officers be- 
ing released from active duty for pur- 
pose of reenlistment and retirement, who 
will continue to be processed in accord- 
ance with instructions issued in each 
case; non-regular Medical Corps, Dental 
Corps and Veterinary Corps officers who 
have not completed 21 months active duty 
prior to release; enlisted personnel of Re- 
serve components desiring to complete 
Reserve obligations, who may be retained 
until expiration of their terms of service;

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Puerto Rican Soldiers 
Due For New Training 


A new training program for Army per- 
sonnel inducted or enlisted in Puerto Rico 
went into effect this week. 

It calls for a boost from 20 to 24 weeks,

1954, the overall reenlistment rate of 
Regular Navy personnel nose-dived from 
40 to eight percent. In the first four 
months of this period, 48 percent of those 
discharged were career personnel. Only 
six percent of the career personnel, how- 
ever, quit the Navy in the last four 
months of the same period. 

At present, the Navy is reenlisting ap- 
proximately 50 percent of its career per- 
sonnel, a decrease of 30 percent since 30 
June 1953. 

About five percent of the non-career 
sailors are currently reenlisting; this 
represents a decrease of approximately 
seven percent since June ’53. 

The average enlisted strength of the 
Navy for fiscal year 1954 was 680,103.

Re-Up Tour Cut 
To Boost Low Rate 


Sailors serving on their first tours of 
duty now will be permitted to reenlist 
for periods as low as two or three years, 
as well as the four and six year tours 
heretofore in effect. 

Before the new Bureau of Personnel 
policy, designed to bolster the sagging 
reenlistment rate, Navy EM were not 
permitted to reenlist for less than four 


Enlisted personnel, who reenlist for the 
first time under the new provision, are 
eligible for the appropriate reenlistment 
bonus, a six-cents-per-mile travel allow- 
ance from the place of discharge to the 
place of the first enlistment or to the 
home of record at the time of initial entry 
into the Navy, a lump-sum payment for 
unused leave, and mustering out pay.

Marine Corps Headquarters has called 


for a crackdown on officers and enlisted | 


men who violate uniform regulations. 

Inspector General reports, recently re- 
viewed by Headquarters, reveal that 
there are continuing infractions of the 
regulations, even though the same dis- 
crepancies in dress were called to the 
attention of commanding officers after 
last year’s IG report. 

To correct this situation, General 
Lemuel C. Shepherd, jr., Marine Com- 
mandant, has ordered all commanding 
officers to “take immediate steps to ex- 
ercise closer surveillance in the matter 
of personal appearance” of both officers 
and enlisted men. 

General Shepherd said that the fol- 


lowing breeches of regulations deserve | 


“particular attention:” 

1, Shirts with frayed cuffs and collars; 
shirts tailored too tight and shirt sleeves 
cut to hug the arm. He said that shirt 
sleeves should be long enough so that the 
cuff covers the wrist completely. 

2. Collar pins too often visible. 

3. Dirty and frayed service neckties in 
non-regulation colors and design; some 
are tied incorrectly with a large and 
bulky “Windsor-Knot.” 

4. Trousers too short and too tight in 
the seat. 

5. Dirty trouser belts, frayed and in 
need of replacement. Belts too short. Belt 
buckles and tips not shined. 

6. Shoes of non-regulation style and 
shade. Only shoes of plain leather, with- 
out ornamental stitching and in the dark 
brown mahogany shade are authorized 
for wear with the service uniform. The 
use of black shoe polish on dark brown 
shoes is prohibited, the directive states. 

7. Ribbons of decorations and medals 
frayed, dirty, and in need of replacement 
and incorrectly worn. Service ribbons 
must be clean, worn in the proper se- 
quence and spaced % of an inch between 
rows. Some officers and men are wearing 
incorrectly placed auxiliary insignia. 

8. Garrison caps are being worn with 
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the tops “pushed or tucked in;” some are 
the incorrect size. 

9. Improper positioning of rank insig- 
nia and placement of chevrons; shiny or 
encrusted cap and collar ornaments. 

In calling these matters to the atten- 
tion of all commanding officers, the Com- 
mandant also prescribed the proper uni- 
form to be worn by personnel on honor 
guard duty, and similar occasions. The 
standard uniform for this duty is: 

(1) Belt, military police: cotton web- 
bing, white 

(2) Gloves, cloth, white, (men’s), Pr. 

(3) Cover, service cap, white—The

trimmed in scarlet and gold, and gilt cap 
ornament are authorized for Fleet Ma- 
rine Force units in the field at the dis- 
cretion of the Commanding General in 
lieu of the frame cap with white cover. 

(4) Carrier, pistol holster: cotton web- 
bing, white, (M. P.) 

(5) Slide, white, M.P. 

(6) Cover, scabbard, bayonet 

(7) Pocket, ammunition magazine: 
webbing, for pistol, white 

(8) Insignia, cap and collar, gilt: The 
gilt cap and collar insignia shall be worn 
at 
uniform. 

He directed that those on such duty 
during the winter wear the winter frame 
cap with white cover and bronze cap and 


all times with the summer service | 
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collar insignia. During the warm months, 
the proper headgear is the summer frame 
cap with white cover; it should be worn 
with the gilt cap and collar insignia. All 
these uniform accessories, General Shep- 
herd said, are standard items of Marine 
Corps Supply; substitutes “will not be 
worn.”

two fighter-interceptor and two pilotless 
bomber squadrons. Combat capability, 
of course, is the first consideration, but 
in this case it will mean vastly compli- 
cating an already critical housing situa- 
tion. 

To make matters even worse, every 
time Congress or U. S. newspapers begin 
talking again about withdrawing from 
France the Frenoh builders and property 
owners shy further away from coopera- 
tion with American housing. 

England and North Africa, too, are suf- 
fering. Converted quonset huts and the 
Dallas huts (plywood prefabs) are being 
used in large numbers. 

An arrangement is being studied with 
builders in England whereby the Air 
Force European Exchange will rent new- 
ly built apartment buildings with its non- 
appropriated funds and then sub-let them 
to Service families. A total of 800 units 
is in sight under this plan, but it is far 
from a full solution. 

The effect of the critical housing short- 
age is to add a tough problem to the 
already heavy responsibilities of USAFE. 
Those without dependents need stay only 
18 months while those with dependents 
must serve three years in Germany, 
France and United Kingdom. The re-

sult in turn over of personnel is obvious. 

It is hard to determine the effect on 
reenlistments because the figures are un- 
realistic. Most reenlistments do not take 
place until the man is back in the states; 
in fact it has only been in recent months 
that USAFE got credit for reenlistments 
in the port of debarkation. Yet, one can 
be sure that the overall effect on USAF 
personne! stability is not good. 

General Tunner is sparing no effort 
in seeking solutions nor in keeping his 
people informed of the problem. One 
important phase has been the sending 
of Lt. Col. Robert Hogg, assistant Vice 
Chief of Staff, to brief the various wives’ 
clubs on the situation and what is being 
done about it, thus keeping them up-to- 
date on progress and aware of what is 
being done in their behalf.

‘“‘Wrap Around” Units Aid 
All-Weather B-36 Work 


The Air Force has placed an initial or- 
der for an undisclosed number of “wrap- 
around” maintenance shelters for servic- 
ing the engines of B-36 aircraft. 

These standardized maintenance units, 
designed and produced by Luria Engi- 
neering Co., are mounted on four wheels 
equipped with pneumatic tires. With a 
crew of six, they can be installed on any 
of the six B-36 engines in five minutes un- 
der normal conditions and within 20 
minutes in inclement weather. 

These shelters, called the J-2, are sim- 
ilar to the B-S units produced by Luria 
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for servicing B-29, B-50 and C-97 aircraft. 
Both types of shelters, because of their 
all-weather feature and ease in position- 
ing rapidly, cut down delays in getting 
maintenance work done on aircraft. 

The unit wraps around the engine in: 
such a way as to provide a weather-tight 
closure when the nylon curtains are but- 
toned around the wing, nacelle and under 
carriage. The design allows for all 
changes in wing and engine elevations, 
as well as for flap operation. It also per- 
mits the removal of an engine or pro- 
peller while the shelter is in position on 
the aircraft.

“The Black Mark." The 84th Congress, which 
convenes in January, will be afforded an oppor- 
tunity to alleviate a major non-partisan defense 
problem: the critical housing shortage which im- 
poses drastic penalties upon thousands of Service 
families. Only a shocking disregard for what 
former Assistant Defense Secretary John A. Han- 
nah labelled ‘‘a black mark against the record of 
the American people” will permit the present 
situation to continue unchecked. 


The White House has declared that military 
family housing conditions must be improved, and 
there is every reason to believe that President 
Eisenhower will reemphasize this point in his 
State of the Union address. The Chief Executive 
is expected to stress the adverse impact on na- 
tional defense of the departure of skilled career 
personnel and he will undoubtedly pinpoint the 
housing shortage as a priority problem. 

An on-the-spot report from Europe in this issue 
of THE JOURNAL illuminates the difficulties which 
confront General Tunner and our other Air Force 
commanders in Europe—the Army is similarly 
handicapped—because of the shortage of housing 
and the ramshackle conditions of many of the 
quarters that are available. 

It does not take more than a quick look at the 
$90 per month shack on the first page or the $118 
per month “skyscraper” trailer on page 275 to 
understand that career incentives go out the win- 
dow when wives and children must be subjected 
to such living conditions if the family is to be 
kept together. 

What can happen to morale, hence to career 
attraction and thus to over-all military efficiency 
and economy where officers and noncoms must 
drive youngsters from 40 to 100 miles per day, 
to and from school, and where Service homemak- 
ers are confronted with great shopping problems 
in an effort to maintain some semblance of the 
American standard of living? 

The answer is obvious. 

The Administration therefore must go before 
the 84th Congress with an ambitious Service 
housing program. For its part, the newly elected 
Senate and House must wipe out the “black mark,” 
if as Dr. Hannah put it, “‘we are to hope to retain 
in the Services the kind of men who accept re- 
sponsibility for the welfare of those dependent 
upon them.” 


Informing the Command. Air Force Secre- 
tary Harold E. Talbott, General Nathan F. Twin- 
ing, Chief of Staff, and the entire Air Staff are 
to be congratulated for their frank and compre- 
hensive report to world-wide commands on the 
steps that have been taken to implement the 
Womble Report and what remains to be done. 
Similarly, the major commands merit praise for 
action they have taken to solve as many morale 
problems as possible at the local level. The Head- 
quarters report covers items from A to Z—from 
Allowances to ZI stability. It will be read care- 
fully throughout the Air Force and in the other 
Services as well. 

The Air Force summary demonstrates the 
energy with which the Services are attacking the 
problem of “career attractiveness” and how they 
are correcting unsatisfactory situations, where- 
ever possible. It demonstrates also that the De- 
fense Department must have support of Congress 
(for example: a pay raise) and of Communities 
throughout the Nation (for example: reasonable 
rentals) to achieve the objectives which prompted 
creation of the Womble Committee by Defense 
Secretary Charles E. Wilson. 

The Womble Report stressed the need for the 
Services to “inform the command.” This has been 
done admirably in the new Air Force report. 
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Safeguard The Record. The brilliant achieve- 
ments of the Army, Navy, and Air Force Medical 
Services which have kept sick and death rates 
among military personnel and their families at 
record lows during recent years, are under a for- 
midable threat. The Services, accustomed to re- 
ceiving medical care of outstanding caliber, could 
well find a forced reduction in medical care stan- 
dards in 1955 and thereafter. 


The reason for this danger, which would have 
an alarming effect on military morale—particu- 
larly in the area of family welfare—is the ex- 
piration of the Doctors’ Draft Act next summer. 
Indications from the Pentagon are that the De- 
fense Department will not ask for its renewal, 
notwithstanding the fact that it will ask for con- 
tinuing the draft. Through the use of the Doctors’ 
Draft Act, the Services have obtained during past 
years hundreds of physicians and dentists in var- 
ied ranks, thereby assuring an adequate repre- 
sentation of medical officers with specialist quali- 
fications, such as surgeons, for example. 

Now the Pentagon thinking, which lacks con- 
siderably of 100 per cent support in the Services, 
is to rely after next July on regular procedures of 
Selective Service to provide doctors for the Armed 
Forces. This will mean, of course, that the num-

ber of specialists brought on to active service from 
this source will diminish markedly. 

There is a plan in the works which would per- 
mit some of the young physicians and dentists to 
be deferred from active service in order to com- 
plete specialist training, after which they would 
go on duty. This, of course, would help the situa- 
tion considerably, but the inescapable fact is that, 
over-all, the Defense Department will have larger 
numbers of younger and therefore less experi- 
enced physicians and dentists than has been the 
case during recent years. 

This prospective lack of specialists is aggra- 
vated by the fact that during the past year scores 
of medical and dental officers of the Regular serv- 
ices, previously barred from leaving active duty, 
have resigned their commissions. 

The problem of providing top-flight medical 
care for the Armed Forces is a most complicated 
one, for admittedly the Doctors’ Draft Act is, in 
a sense, so-called class legislation. However, the 
Selective Service Act stipulates that the Armed 
Forces must provide high caliber medical care. 
Whatever is necessary to achieve this objective 
for servicemen and their families must be done. 
The Nation, as well as those in uniform, have 
come to expect nothing less.

10 Years Ago—Admiral Chester W. Nimitz’s carrier 
aircraft are destroying enemy fighting planes faster 
than the Japanese can build them. Since 30 Aug. 
Admiral Nimitz revealed, 2,594 enemy planes have been 
shot down or destroyed on the ground. It has been 
estimated that the Japanese are producing no more 
than 1,500 planes a month and that not ali of these 
are fighting craft. 


50 Years Ago—The Bureau of Ordnance of the Navy 
Department still has under consideration the question 
of the desirability of the illuminating shells known 
as “tracers.” These were tested in the recent target 
practice at Menemsha Bight and were found extremely 
useful in night firing. It is probable the bureau will 
authorize the purchase of additional shells of this 
type for experiment. 


Gen. Alfred Sully, in command 
of the Northwest Indian Expedition, reports to Head- 
quarters as follows: I don’t think the Indians will 
ever again attempt to unite and make a stand against 
the whites. They are fully convinced they can do 
nothing. Although I may not have been successful in 
carrying out the expectation of the Government in 
building the posts and entirely finishing the war— 
that is bringing the Indians to their knees to beg for 
peace—yet we have done everything that was in the 
power of man to do with the obstacles before us— 
want of water, want of grass, and want of something 
to eat; yet with all these drawbacks, we have com- 
pletely crushed the power of all the Sioux, and 
dispersed them in all directions.

LT. COL., RFT 
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Thousands Will Be Affected By London Pact, 
Though Few Changes Likely in Housing-Tax 


Thousands of U. S, military personnel 
in Germany, civilian employees of the 
Services and military and civilian de- 
pendents will be affected by the new 
treaty which will restore German sover- 
eignty, according to a preliminary study. 

The information now being made 
available is certain to be of interest also 
to the many thousands who will be re- 
ceiving assignment to Germany in the 
near future. 

Temporary “rules” (possibly perma- 
nent) under which Germany will operate 
when the treaty is fully ratified are ex- 
pected to be those which were agreed 
on by the Bonn Conventions of May 1952. 

As they affect the United States, the 
Bonn “rules” provide: 


1. Members of the U. S. Forces 
shall respect and obey German law. 

2. The U. S. Forces will retain 
criminal jurisdiction over their mem- 
bers, but German courts will have 
civil jurisdiction. 

3. The U. S. Forces and their mem- 
bers may import items customs-free 
for their own use. 

4. Members of U, S. Forces will not 
have to pay German tax based on 
residence in Germany, or income tax 
on service income or tax on tangible, 
movable property for their own use. 

5. Members may retain requisi- 
tioned property for a year, and then 
German authorities are obligated to 
provide the accommodations the U. S. 
needs. 


As outlined recently by Maj. William 
Windes, USAF, Office of the Judge Advo- 
cate General, U. S. Air Force Europe, the 
following are the immediate effects the 
treaty likely will have when it is ratified. 
As used here, “member” or “member of 
the U. S. Forces” also includes civilian 
employees and dependents unless other- 
wise indicated: 

Criminal Jurisdiction 


As a general rule, United States au- 
thorities will exercise exclusive criminal 
jurisdiction over U. S. personnel. Where 
the Service tribunals are not competent 
to exercise criminal jurisdiction, how- 
ever, the German courts and authorities 
may exercise criminal jurisdiction over 
U. S. citizens in respect to an offense of 
German law committed against German 
interests. 

U. S. law provides that all persons 
serving with, employed by, or accom- 
panying the Armed Forces without the 
Continental U. S. are subject to U. S. 
courts-martial. Accordingly, it would be 





a rare case where a German court would 
try a member of the U. S. Forces. 


Civil Jurisdiction 


German civil courts, in general, will 
exercise jurisdiction over U. S. person- 
nel. This means that, if a Serviceman or 
his dependent becomes involved in a 
civil dispute of some sort, the case will 
be heard in a German court. 

Some protections are afforded U. S. 
citizens which they would not ord/narily 
have in German courts, such as a provi- 
sion that, unless proceedings in a non- 
criminal matter are commenced on the 
application of the U. S. citizen, the Ger- 
man courts and authorities will serve 
upon the member concerned the written 
documents or court order whereby the 
proceedings are commenced, even if not 
required to do so by German law and 
regulations. 

Arrest, Search and Seizure 


Members who properly identify them- 
selves will not be subject to arrest by 
German authorities. Such authorities, 
however, may take a member into cus- 
tody for the purpose of delivering him 
immediately to the nearest U. S. authori- 
ties under the following conditions: 


1. When requested to do so by U. S. 
authorities. 

2. When apprehended in the commis- 
sion or attempted commission of a crimi- 
nal offense which might result in serious 
injury or property damage. 

3. To the extent necessary to abate a 
serious public disorder. 

4, If there is danger of flight for the 
commission or attempted commission of 
espionage to the prejudice of the Federal 
Republic. 

German authorities may search mem- 
bers when requested by U. S. authorities, 
or, if the member is taken into custody, 
to the extent necessary to disarm him or 
to seize evidence. The quarters or resi- 
dence of the member may be searched by 
German authorities only if the U. S. 
authorities so request, or if the member 
lives off an installation and consents o 
the search. 

Accommodations 

Personnel living in requisitioned hous- 
ing will not have to move. Where goods, 
material, services or accommodations 
have been requisitioned by U.S. authori- 
ties before the treaty goes into effect and 
continue thereafter to be required by 
the U. S., they shall be deemed to be 
requisitioned with binding legal effect 
for a period of one year from that date.

Jomt Conference of American Women 
In Europe Hears General Gruenther 


BERCHTESGADEN, GERMANY. A 
total of 475 delegates from women’s clubs 
representing all the Armed Services in 
Europe gathered here 26 Oct. for their 
14th semiannual conference. 

One of the 
speakers was 
General Alfred 
M. Gruenther, 
USA, Allied 
Commander in 
Europe, who 
told the women 
that NATO 
strength, to- 
gether with 
the addition 
of West Ger- 
many’s forces, 
would be the 





“greatest ag- 
gregation of 
Power in the 
Past 1,000 
years.” 
Gen. Gruenther 
“When these : 


forces are in being in three or four 
years,” he said, “we will have a reason- 
ably good chance of defending West 
Europe successfully against an all-out act 
of aggression.” 

General Gruenther appealed to the 
Service women to participate whole- 
heartedly in winning “the cold war of the 
mind.” He said that if the 400,000,000 





people in the NATO countries could ac- 
quire the same spirit of brotherhood 
which now characterizes the officers in 
SHAPE, “there would be no question of 
our ability to succeed.” 


The SHAPE commander stressed the 
importance of Americans stationed 
abroad to learn the language of the coun- 
try they are in. The ability to speak to 
people in their own language, he said, is 
a “tremendous asset.” 

Another feature of the conference was 
a panel discussion on publicity. Partici- 
pating were Mr. Kenneth D. Zumwalt, 
managing editor of Stars and Stripes; 
Mr. Max Grossman, public affairs officer, 
USIA, Frankfurt; and Maj. W. A. Pen- 
nino, public information division, USAR 
EUR. 


Mrs. William Mantz, conference chair- 
man, introduced the following honorary 
chairmen: Mrs. James B. Conant, wife of 
the U. S. High Commissioner for Ger- 
many; Mrs. Alfred M. Gruenther; Mrs. 
William M. Hoge, wife of the Command- 
ing General, USAREUR; Mrs. Bertram J. 
Rodgers, wife of the Commander, U. S. 
Naval Forces, Germany, and Mrs. Wil- 
liam H. Tunner, wife of the CinC, 
USAFE. 

Attending were delegates from 150 
U. S. clubs in Germany, Austria, France, 
England, North Africa, Italy, Greece, and 
Turkey. 
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COMMENT ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS 
The French Assembly Discussion Begins 


HE Nine-Power Agreement so lately 
‘Tames in Paris, upon which the fate 
of western defense appears quite clear- 
ly to depend, this week moved into its 
second phase. All the loud cheering in- 
dulged in throughout the western coun- 
tries of late has failed to conceal the 
fact that this second phase is a critical 
one, for unless the parliaments in- 
volved give full support to the leaders 
who signed the pact, the signatures are 
valueless. 

The French Assembly has recon- 
vened in other words, and in due time 
it will get around to debate on the 
pact. Debate will get under way in the 
West German Bundestag as well. Our 
confidence in Chancellor Adenauer is 
high, and there is a general belief that 
(unless the Paris discussions develop 
enmities not now foreseen) the veteran 
statesman of Bonn will retain the ma- 
jority support which so far he has com- 
manded. 


BUT THE FRENCH PARLIAMENT 
is less predictable. Certainly Premier 
Mendes-France already has passed 
something very like a miracle in gain- 
ing and increasing his large following, 
and his recent record of achievement 
nourishes a belief that he will achieve 
more. As pointed out a week ago, he 
appears to have won at last the long 
withheld support of the whole Socialist 
bloc in the Assembly, to the point 
where that party will offer him half a 
dozen members of a reformed cabinet. 
If this appearance becomes reality, 
there is every fair prospect of success 
for the treaty. 

This action presumably will come be- 
fore any full-dress debate on the 
treaty, but the Premier clearly hopes 
for assurance within the week, so that 
he may possess a reasonable peace of 
mind for his projected visit to the 
United States a week hence. Unfor- 
tunately, the French Socialist Party 
shows no intention of moving up its 
caucus, now set for next Wednesday, so 
that M. Mendes-France is not yet free 
from anxiety on that essential point. 


CHANCELLOR ADENAUWER has 
gone home after a short but rewarding 
trip to the United States—rewarding to 
him in the evidence of strong American 
friendship, rewarding to us in the evi- 
dence of his sturdy and undiminished 
advocacy of peace-through-strength. 
His principal public speech was given 
in Washington, to an audience which 
jammed the auditorium despite fore- 
knowledge that the Chancellor would 
speak in German, with which very few 
of the audience can have had any real 
familiarity. But translation was swift 
and satisfactory, and the German visi- 
tor must have been impressed by the 
heartiness of the applause which his 
appearance and his excellent speech 
evoked. 

That speech made it clear that West 
Germany yearns for reunion with the 
East, but through rational means and 
with proper doubts of Russian wiles. It 
supported ardently a five-power confer- 
ence (including Russia) for a pact of 
non-aggression, but made clear that 
this would be the last of several steps 
toward peace; the first three would pro- 
vide for an upbuilding of strength in 
the West, and a dedication of effort to 
making that strength primarily for de- 
fense, not aggression. On this point 
there is no difference with responsible 
judgments in the other Western capi- 
tals, but it was a useful thing to have 
it stated so well, and to announce a 
distant objective with which Moscow 
itself cannot find fault. 


THE SAAR’S FUTURE remains the 
most disturbing single worry. The fact 
that Herr Adenauer made large conces- 
sions, in order to reduce French objec- 
tions to the principal part of the pact, 
does not settle the matter by any 
means. It is not sure on one side that 
the extremists in French policy will be 
Satisfied even with the unexpected ex- 
tent of their gains; on the other it 





is apparent that certain German ex- 
tremists are opposed to giving away so 
much. At this stage, obviously, a great 
deal depends upon the persuasive pow- 
ers of Adenauer and of Mendes-France, 
each with his own extremists. 


IN ASIA the last week witnessed the 
end of Mr. Nehru’s visits to Indo-China 
and Red China, and brought his own 
confident expression of the belief that 
Red China can be reasonable in its be- 
havior, both in Korea and in the re- 
gions farther south. This has been Mr- 
Nehru’s confident belief for a long time, 
and nothing seems to shake it. The 
occident cannot lay claim to any unique 
degree of objectivity in its estimate of 
Red China’s actions and intentions, but 
in view of what has taken place there 
is warrant for a good deal of skepti- 
cism. On one point, Mr. Nehru is on 
obviously solid ground; it may well be 
Peking’s desire to take a breathing spell 
of several years, but nobody prevented 
Peking from doing that long ago. 

EVEN the ingenuous visitor from 
India can hardly fail to see that the 
Communist world’s “breathing spells” 
are different from those into which 
others relax. For in East or West the 
Communist chiefs merely use “quiet 
periods” to multiply their infiltrations 
and indoctrinations. The truce in Indo- 
China was instantly made use of, for 
example, not to withdraw guerrillas 
from southern Indo-China, but to have 
them simply bury their weapons and 
take to the indoctrination campaigning 
in which they had been instructed. It 
is a nice question whether these Red 
agents do more with their rifles and 
grenades than with their weaponless 
hands, to hasten the disruption of the 
southern jungles on which their rapa- 
cious eyes are set. 


IN KOREA, likewise, the reported 
disposition of Red China to consider 
plans for unifying the sections north 
and south of 38 will hardly deceive any- 
one save, apparently, Mr. Nehru. For 
nothing which Peking has said or done 
alters the fact that the Reds have never 
considered any form of unification save 
one which will clamp Communist con- 
trol on the whole unhappy land. It 
should be apparent that while cold war 
may have replaced the hot war of 1950- 
53, it is still war, and in a form which 
China, like Russia, wages without in- 
terruption and without alteration of 
purpose. 


IN BRAZIL next month there will 
be an inter-American economic confer- 
ence for which much has been hoped; 
the critical attitude of numerous South 
Americans (who seemingly had looked 
forward to extremely generous finan- 
cial aid from the United States) begins 
to be discouraging. For the State De- 
partment has intimated plainly that 
financial assistance will take the form 
of liberalizing the Export-Import bank 
activities to a moderate degree. It need 
hardly be argued that this attitude 
seems to reflect the opinion prevailing 
in both American political parties. 


It is fortunate that at just this time 
General Charles L. Bolte, Vice Chief 
of Staff, is making his own good will 
tour of numerous South American capi- 
tals. By coincidence he was in Rio de 
Janeiro at the time when there were 
particularly cool Brazilian expressions 
with regard to our financial-aid policy, 
accompanied by a resurgence of the 
old-time Communist propaganda con- 
cerning American intention to exact 
Brazilian military aid “without direct 
return.” General Bolte’s calm assurance 
that nothing is wished except coopera- 
tion—plus the open record that thus 
far American military aid has been con- 
siderable, without any compensating 
exactions whatever—was as substantial 
as it was timely.

Wilson. The Air Force is expected to win O.K. for 
@ slight manpower increase above the 970,000 FY 

*55 objective, with the Navy and Marine Corps, like 
the Army, slated to maintain FY '56 strengths at 
just about FY '55 levels. 





CONSEQUENTLY, MANPOWER this year has not been an 
issue of dispute during Pentagon budget hearings. 
The Army, which last year was much concerned on 
this subject, has won a victory in that Mr. Wilson 
and his associates have agreed to maintain larger 
ground forces than once planned—at least for the 
FY '56 budget. 





THE ARMY'S OBVIOUSLY in no position to complain 
about manpower and division strength in view of 
the decision to maintain 24 or 25 tactical-type 
divisions, instead of th 17 planned for the end of 
FY '55. The Army will protest, however, and 
strongly if the Defense Department or Congress 
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should sometime next year compare the projected 24 
division strength with the 20-division force main- 
tained during the fighting in Korea and call for a 
reduction in Army strength. Secretary Stevens and 
General Ridgway will need constantly to remind the 
Nation that many of the tactical divisions will be 
burdened with heavy training responsibilities and 

will not be combat ready. 


THE FACT is the Army’s plan calls for only three 
divisions in the U. S. to be “ready to go” units, 
that is capable of entering into action within a 
period of about 30 days. 


SIMILARLY ATTRACTIVE to Congressional Appropriations 
Committees with the Army's growth in tactical divi- 
sions will be the ahead-of-schedule buildup of the 
Air Force to the 137-wing goal. The plan for added 
Army divisions and accelerated Air Force wing growth 
will be stressed by Defense witnesses on Capitol 
Hill next year, as will be the increased ship opera- 
tions level of the Navy in comparison with early 

FY '55 plans and the ability of the Marines to 
maintain two divisions overseas, notwithstanding a 
marked reduction in manpower. 





ALL THIS DOESN'T MEAN there is no in-fighting at all 
on the '56 budget and that there won't be more when 
Congress starts taking its annual look at defense 
spending plans. The guided missile program, for 
example, remains a source of potential controversy, 
which may be alleviated, however, by the new Guided 
Missiles Study ordered by Mr. Wilson. The Army 

is not happy about the availability and employment 
of tactical aviation. The Army also would like to 
see some new funds for procurement in the '56 
budgets; the '55 figure was Zero. 























FOR ITS PART, the Navy is presenting heavy support 
for a shipbuilding program which would go higher 
than the previously estimated $1 billion per year. 





NONETHELESS, THE FACT REMAINS that the '56 budget 
has been remarkably free of controversy. One tip- 
off to this situation has been the dearth of "leaks" 
to newsmen. In past years, the various Services, 
anxious about impending budget decisions, have taken 
steps to insure that their side of the story reached 
the public. This year—at least up until now and 
it's growing late in the Pentagon budget game— 
there has been less anxiety. It appears to be that 
the "New Look” changes and the "Long Haul" 
approaches have been merged successfully. Watch 

out though if Congress should break out the economy 
axe. That would change the present situation 
radically. 





THE PRE-ELECTION PUSH at the Pentagon to get con- 
tract announcements out resulted in an increase in 
USAF letter contracts, now valued at about $936,- 
000,000. AF procurement experts say the conversion 
to formal contracts will show a downward trend and 
reach a new low by 1 Jan. °55. The Navy now has 

74 letter contracts valued at $673,000,000. The 
Army has none. 





INDUSTRY OFFICIALS reportedly are upset over the 
decision to hold up mailing of the new 1400 page 
Air Force Instructions Manual until 1 Dec., to 
permit its study in this field by AF procurement 
officers. The Air Force held that confusion would 
result if uniformed officers did not have this 
opportunity for advance review of the complex 
instructions. 











DRINKING HABITS of U. S. military personnel in 
Germany may change when the London Pact is adopted. 
The reason: there will be excise taxes on sparkling 
wines, but none on beer. 





CHAMPAGNE PRICES in Germany consequently will go 
up, but not beer. Unofficial speculation is that 
some of the Pact negotiators must have been from 
Munich or Milwaukee. 





FROZEN MEALS designed to be served piping hot 
in-flight are winning increasing favor among combat 
crews of the Strategic Air Command. The meals 
range from spaghetti and meat balls to tenderloin 
steaks. 





THE NATIONAL SECURITY INDUSTRIAL ASSN. is urging 
Defense Dept. Comptroller W. J. McNeil to permit 
industry to count interest charges as a reimbursable 
item of cost for all contracts. It’s a controver- 
sial problem. Reports are that the NSIA may be 
stepping out ahead of other groups. 





THE RE-UP BONUS BILL is beginning to pay off in 
terms of increased reenlistment rates, particularly 
in the Army and Air Force. Strategic Air Command 
headquarters reports that during July, August and 
September of 1953 there were 247 re-ups; this year's 
figure is 5733. More than 4100 SAC airmen termi- 
nated indefinite status to re-up for the cash 
bonuses. Over 100 reenlisted on discharge.

could do in hours what mail and rail had 
taken days. 

An added dividend was the realistic 
training given the crews of the troop 
carrier units. What he established was, 
in fact, a combat airlift in constant readi- 
ness for its wartime functions. 

“Shortenin’ Bread” starts at the very 
beginning of the pipeline—the crew chief 
who needs parts. First, the normal mili- 
tary channels through which his requisi- 
tion would have to pass were short cir- 
cuited. Now the adjutant at neither the 
base nor the depot ever sees his requisi- 
tion. Furthermore, that piece of paper is 
given top priority as air cargo. 

From the depot to the base a system 
was established whereby any part cost- 
ing over $50 was given top priority as air 
cargo. To utilize his aircraft to the ut- 
most, General Tunner authorized them 
to fill up with lower priority cargo. But 
experience has shown that 84% of the 
cargo has been high priority with only 
16% filler. 

The airlift is also applied to Military 
Defense Assistance Pact nations, the only 
difference being that in such cases the 
MDAP countries pay the cost. 

Supplementing the air cargo network 
General Tunner established a scheduled 
courier service using Douglas C-47s. All 
duty movements are now by air, with the 
result that the number of effective work- 
ing days by military personnel has been 
appreciably increased. 

A corrollary to “Shortenin’ Bread” has 
been Project “Bench Check.” “Bench 
Check’s” objective is to cut down the 
amount of maintenance and repair at the 
depots and increase the amount done at 
the bases. Any progress in this direction 
has the obvious result of reducing the 
time aircraft and engines are out of serv- 
ice for repairs. 

“Bench Check” involved putting more 
trained personnel, more testing equip- 
ment, and more repair tools and ma- 
chinery at the bases. Its end result has 
been to cut depot maintenance to a 
trickle and keep more aircraft op- 
erational: 

Today 70 percent of the items turned

in for maintenance and repair are either 
tested and found serviceable or are re- 
paired at the bases. Only 30 percent must 
be sent to the depots. 

Results: more aircraft in the air. 

In November 1953 when “Shortenin” 
Bread” was started, the average time 4 
crew chief had to wait to get high priority 
parts was 17 days. “Shortenin’ Bread” set 
up a goal of six days. Today the gap has 
been narrowed to 3% days—and it is still 
dwindling. 

Another dividend has been in the move- 
ment of routine supplies. When the pro- 
gram was started, it took an average of 
43 days; in September the time had 
dropped to 28 days. The goal of 23 days 
by next July is clearly in sight. 

Continued operation of “Shortenin’ 
Bread” and “Bench Check” will also bring 
about a lessening in requirements for 
stocking spare parts and other supplies at 
both bases and depots. Congress has often 
criticized the Armed Services for the 
amount of spares they buy, but it would 
be the poorest sort of economy to cut 
down on spares when there is even the 
remotest chance of their being needed. 
An airplane, a tank, or a gun out of action 
for the want of a nut or bolt is of no value. 
Yet Shortenin’ Bread and Bench Check 
offer high hopes of cutting stocks at the 
same time it increases effectiveness. 

Security forbids the release of precise 
figures showing the numbers or percent- 
ages of aircraft out of commission await- 
ing parts. It is a vital factor in air power. 
But it can be stated that it would cost the 
United States government about $345,000,- 
000 to buy the number of combat air- 
planes that have been added to our ready 
forces in Europe as the result of 
“Shortenin’ Bread” and “Bench Check.” 

These accomplishments are the result 
of simple management controls aggres- 
sively administered. 

To Congress they mean: more defense 
per dollar. 

To the Armed Services: increased com- 
bat readiness. 

To the American people: greater se- 
curity. 

To the Soviets: a headache. 





3 Destroyers, 1 Sub 
Docked After Collisions 


Three Navy destroyers are undergoing 
repair at the Portsmouth, Va., Naval 
Shipyard, while a submarine is having 
her superstructure repaired at the Phila- 
deiphia Naval Shipyard. 

All four vessels were damaged in col- 
lisions at sea, 270 miles east of Norfolk, 
Va., on 31 Oct., while engaged in anti- 
submarine warfare exercises. 

In the first mishap, the USS Norris, 
skippered by Cdr. R. S. Guy, USN, re- 
portedly rammed the superstructure of 
the submarine USS Bergall, commanded 
by LCdr. W. A. Grossetta. Five of the 
Norris’ compartments were flooded, and 
the Bergall’s superstructure was dam- 
aged. 

The second accident happened when the 
USS English, under the command of Cdr. 
E. J. Fruechtl, USN, and the USS W. L. 
Lind, with Cdr. J. W. Hughes, USN, in 
command, collided while making runs on 
a submerged contact. 

The English suffered a 31-foot rent in 
her bow; the Lind has an eight-foot hole 
in her bow. 

Both crashes occurred in high winds 
with seas running high. 

There were no casualties. 


Navy Dedicates Large 
Hospital At Guam 


The Navy’s newest hospital, and its 
most complete medical facility in the 
Western Pacific, was officially dedicated 
1 Nov. on Guam by RAdm. H. L. Pugh, 
MC, USN, Surgeon General. 

The $14,500,000 U. S. Naval Hospital, 
Guam, will provide complete medical 
care for personnel of all the Armed Serv- 
ices and others entitled to Government 
hospitalization in the Western Pacific 
area. 

The four-story, ll-unit structure was 
built to withstand typhoons and earth- 
quakes. Its eight wings include modern 











wards, laboratories and operating rooms, 
in addition to an indoor theater with a 
seating capacity of 430. Emergency facili- 
ties will provide power in event of an 
island power failure. 

Capt. Herman A. Gross, MC, USN, is 
commanding officer. 


High-Altitude Target 
Developed for Navy 


The first high-altitude target for 
guided missiles has been announced by 
the Navy’s Bureau of Ordnance. 

Described as a cheap substitute for 
pilotless aircraft (drones), the new de- 
velopment consists of a rocket-carried 
parachute that is automatically zipped 
open at high altitudes. 

The parachute, 20 feet in diameter, is 
packed into the nose of a small 13%-foot 
rocket; the rocket, fired vertically from 
a portable launcher, ejects the para- 
chute by means of a strong spring when 
the desired altitude is attained. 

Coated with a thin layer of metallic 
silver, the ’chute resembles an aircraft 
on the radar scope. It drifts to earth 
slowly, with only the 17-pound nose cone 
of the rocket serving as a stabilizing 
weight. As a result it can be fired at by 
more than one guided missile. 

The parachute target, nicknamed 
“Pogo,” was developed for the Navy by 
the Physical Science Laboratory of the 
New Mexico College of Agriculture and 
Mechanical Arts, and is being tested at 
the White Sands Proving Ground, 
N. Mex. 

The rocket-parachute technique rep- 
resents the first true physical simula- 
tion of a high-altitude for guided mis- 
siles, according to the Bureau of Ord- 
nance. Before its development, the ex- 
pense of providing high altitude targets 
for research and development testing of 
guided missiles has heen prohibitive.

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Marine Corps Sets 15 Nov. Cut-Off Date 


For Sgts 


Marines in the grade of Sergeant and 
below have until 15 Nov. to make up their 
minds about remaining on active duty as 
Reservists. 

In fixing the cut-off date, Marine Corps 
Headquarters said that the new provi- 
sion applies to inductees, who are now 
serving a voluntary tour of duty, and to 
Regular Marines whose obligated period 
of active service is about to expire. 

Effective 15 Nov., applications for im- 
mediate assignment to extended active 
duty as Reservists, upon expiration of an 
enlistment, or an extension of an enlist- 
ment, or obligated inductee service, will 
no longer be accepted. 

Applications submitted before that 
date, prior to the expiration of an enlist- 
ment or an extension of an enlistment 
or obligated inductee service, may be 
approved by commanding officers subject 
to the provisions of Marine Corps Memo- 
randum 52-53. 

In the case of inductees who wish to 
remain on extended active duty as Re-

servists, reenlistments of from six to 23 
months may be granted. Commanding 
officers, however, may not take final ac- 
tion on any request which will result in 
an individual’s having less than nine 
months obligated active service from the 
date the agreement is executed. (Total 
inductee service plus the period for which 
extending.) 

This “Nine Month” requirement, Head- 
quarters said, does not apply to those who 
have completed their 24 months of obli- 
gated inductee service during the months 
of January, February or March. 

In the case of Regulars who desire to 
remain on extended active duty as Re- 
servists, additional tours of from six to 
11 months may be approved. 

The “Nine Month” rule also applies to 
Regulars. 

The reenlistment bonus is not payable 
to those who agree to serve on extended 
active duty as Reservists, Marine Corps 
Headquarters said.

Personnel With Heavier AWOL Penalties 


Military and Naval commanders are 
conducting intensive campaigns to ac- 
quaint personnel with the provisions of 
the new Executive Order which sets 
stiffer punishments on AWOL violations. 

The changes in the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice, signed 28 Sept. by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower, provide heavier penal- 
ties for all absence offenses and also make 
personnel subject to dishonorable dis- 
charge in certain instances. 

If found guilty of an offense for which 
no dishonorable discharge is authorized, 
a guilty man or woman may be sentenced 
to a dishonorable discharge anyway if 
there is proof of three or more previous 
convictions during the year preceding the 
offense of which the accused is convicted. 

Increased penalties for other AWOL 
offenses are as follows: 

For failing to go to, or going from, the 
appointed place of duty—personnel may 
be confined at hard labor for one month 
and made to forfeit two-thirds of one 
month’s pay. 

If AWOL from unit, organization or 
other place of duty for not more than 
three days—personnel may be confined at 
hard labor for one month and made to 
forfeit two-thirds of one month’s pay.

If AWOL from unit, organization or 


other place of duty for more than three ' 


days but not more than 30 days—person- 
nel may be confined at hard labor for six 
months and made to forfeit two-thirds 
pay for six months. 


If AWOL from unit, organization or 
place of duty for more than 30 days— 
personnel may be dishonorably dis- 
charged, made to forfeit all pay and al- 
lowances and confined at hard labor for 
one year. 

If AWOL from guard or watch—per- 
sonnel may be confined at hard labor for 
three months and made to forfeit two- 
thirds pay for three months. 


If AWOL from guard or watch with 
intent to abandon — personnel may be 
sentenced to a bad conduct discharge, 
made to forfeit all pay and allowances 
and confined at hard labor for six months. 


For missing movement of a ship, air- 
craft or unit through design—personnel 
may be dishonorably discharged, made to 
forfeit all pay and allowances and con- 
fined at hard labor for one year. 

For missing movement of a ship, air- 
craft or unit through neglect—personnel 
may be given bad conduct discharges, 
made to forfeit all pay and allowances 
and confined at hard labor for six 
months. 

Commanders expect that it will take 
several months for the Services to deter- 
mine what effect the tightened penalties 
will have in deterring service personnel 
from going AWOL. 








Reduce POW Sentence, 


Review Goes Forward 

The “life” sentence of Cpl. Claude 
Batchelor, conv:cted of voluntarily sup- 
porting the Chinese Communist pro- 
gram, has been reduced to 20 years, with 
further review ahead. 

Fourth Army Headquarters announced 
on 28 Oct. that a review of the case had 
been completed. Lt. Gen. I. D. White, 
USA, Fourth Army Commander, ap- 
proved the findings of the court and up- 
held the sentences to dishonorable dis- 
charge and forfeiture of pay. 

In reducing the life-time sentence, 
General White said: “In America we 
pride ourselves on our quality of mercy. 
A young man who has lost his belief in 
American ideals may the sooner regain 
those ideals through the example of 
mercy.” 

The Fourth Army review is the first 
in the appellate system established by the 
Uniform Code of Military Justice. The 
case now goes to the Army JAG, where 
the Board of Review will take action. 





Army Drops Charges 
Against Col. Voorhees 


Court martial charges against Lt. Col. 
Melvin B. Voorhees. USA, were dismissed 
this week by the Army. 

The charges alleged that in Dec. 1952 
Colonel Voorhees had submitted two arti- 
cles written by him about Korean prob- 
lems to a newspaper without prior Army 
clearance, violating Army regulations. 

Colonel Voorhees was found guilty of 
five violations of the Uniform Code of 
Military Justice by an Army court mar- 
tial that met at Second Army Head- 
quarters a year ago last February and 
was sentenced to dismissal and forfeiture 
of all pay and allowances. 

Following an appeal, an Army board 
of review disapproved the findings of 
guilty in all instances but one and 
approved the sentence. The Court of Mili- 
tary Appeals affirmed this decision but 
directed a rehearing because of the 
court’s belief that the dismissal sentence 
was too severe for the conviction of the 
single offense which was upheld on 
appellate review. 

The Army said it has “determined that 
a re-trial would not be practicable” in 
view of this decision. 








AF Aid Society Fund Provides Scholarships 
For Sons And Daughters Of The Air Force 


Almost 50 sons and daughters of de- 
ceased and living Air Force personnel 
currently are attending college under 
auspices of the General Henry H. Arnold 
Educational Fund. 

Established in 1946 by the Board of 
Trustees of the Air Force Aid Society, the 
fund is named in honor of General of the 
Air Force “Hap” Arnold. Its primary pur- 
pose is to assist children of deceased AF 
personnel in obtaining a college educa- 
tion. However, other AF children also are 
eligible.

In Germany After Treaty Ratification 


(Continued from Page 283) 


Where these goods, material, services 
and accommodations are required beyond 
the one-year period, Germany is obli- 
gated to guarantee their continued avail- 
ability. However, accommodations will 
be released if no longer required or if 
an alternative satisfactory to the U. S. 
is made available. 

Customs and Taxation 

In general, the U. S. Forces may bring 
into Germany property intended fer their 
use or that of their members without 
payment of any duties or other Federal 
taxes and without restrictions or pro- 
hibitions. 

This means that such items as coffee, 
tea, alcohol, tobacco, sugar, gasoline, and 
so forth, will be imported by the U. S. 
duty free and will then be resold to 
members tax free. 

With respect to taxation, generally, 
members are provided with three im- 
portant tax exemptions. First, a person 
shall not be deemed to have acquired 
residence or domicile in Germany by 1ea- 
son of his presence as a memher of the 
forces therein. Second, movable prop- 
erty, whatever its origin, situated in Ger- 
many by reason of the presence of its 
owner as a member of the forces and 
intended for his personal or domestic 
use, shall be deemed not to be situated 
in the Federal territory. In the case of 
motor vehicles, this provision applies only 
if they bear registration plates issued by 
the U. S. Forces. 

Third, members shall be exempt from 
all German taxes and levies on payment 
which they receive as remuneration for 
their official activities with the U. S. 
Forces in Germany. 

For those who will be crossing the 
border from time to time, the customs 
treatment of members of the forces is 
of interest. Generally speaking, members 
are exempt from German import and ex- 
port restrictions and from payment of 
customs duties on goods moved by them 
for their personal or domestic use or 
consumption. 

U. S. authorities may establish officials 
at frontier crossing points where substan- 
tial numbers of members cross. At these 
points the U. S. officials, in cooperation 
with German customs authorities, will 
carry out customs control of members 
of the forces and their property. At all 
ether crossing points, members are sub- 
ject to normal customs control by the 
German authorities. 

Goods imported duty free may be dis- 
posed of in Germany by U. S. personnel 
to a person other than another member 
of the Forces only on prior notification 
to and with the approval of appropriate 
German. authorities. This provision does 
not apply to customary gifts of a per- 
sonal or domestic nature in non-com- 
mercial quantities. 





The U. S. Forces will take appropriate 
measures to restrain their members from 
committing customs offenses. Recom- 
mendation of German authorities will be 
considered in the rationing of goods 
susceptible of causing violations, and the 
ration will not exceed the quantity 
reasonably required for personal con- 
sumption. 

APO mail will be immune from search 
and seizure. Strangely, although German 
authorities may not search APO mail for 
customs violations, they may be present 
as observers. 

Motor Vehicles 


Motor vehicles of members of the U. S. 
forces which are intended for their per- 
sonal use may enter and leave Germany 
without payment of customs duties and 
without restrictions on presentation of 
the registration certificate or other cer- 
tificate issued by U. S. authorities certify- 
ing that the motor vehicle is owned by 
the member and intended for his per- 
sonal use. 

Vehicles may be registered with the 
U. S. Forces or with German authorities. 
However, they are subject to taxation if 
registered with German _ authorities. 
Members must carry insurance required 
by German law. 

Vehicles owned or operated by U. S. 
Forces or by their members shall be ex- 
empt from German law, regulations, or 
police measures requiring changes or ad- 
ditions in construction, design or equip- 
ment for such vehicles, such as mark- 
ings, warning lights, brake linings and 
direction indicators. 


Health and Sanitation 


U. S. authorities and German authori- 
ties shall extend to each other the fullest 
cooperation in matters pertaining to 
health and sanitation. 

Within installations, the U. S. Forces 
may take their own health measures un- 
less German standards are higher, in 
which case they will take the latter. 

In the vicinity of U. S. installations, 
the German authorities shall, at the re- 
quest of U. S. authorities, take such 
health and sanitation measures as are 
necessary to protect the health of the 
U. S. forces and, if the German authori- 
ties are not in a position to take ade- 
quate action, the forces may take such 
measures. 

However, there is a specific provision 
that standards for the purification of 
water in cities where forces are stationed 
will be agreed upon by authorities of 
the force and the municipal authorities. 
Since the U. S. usually puts a lot more 
chemicals in water supplies than anyone 
else, and since the local populace fre- 
quently complains, this may be the sub- 
ject of some rather extensive discussions.

in battle and must always be stimulated 
and encouraged.” 

General Adler observed, however, that 
“beyond this, we require among all ele- 
ments of our entire military establish- 
ment the same wholehearted teamwork 
that has been developed within the 77th 
Division.” 

Having dedicated long months of his 
crowded civilian-military schedule to 
building the nation’s Reserve forces, Gen- 
eral Adier characteristically utilized his 
farewell remarks to the 77th Division to 
urge anew that a “plentiful reservoir of 
trained reserves” be provided. 

“This problem must be approached 
firmly and I dare to be optimistic that 
the next Congress will pass a Universal 
Military Training Law under which all 
our young men would acquire the funda- 
mental training they would need if called 
on to defend their country from attack,” 
said General Adler. 

The vice president and general man- 
ager of the New York Times, General 
Adler made two salient points in his 
address: (1) the need to be militarily 
strong and (2) the need for an en- 
lightened citizenry. 

Quoting General of the Army Omar N. 
Bradley, General Adler declared that “we 
must wrap ourselves in a cloak of power,” 
and added that “paradoxically, the first 
prerequisite for peace and democracy is 
the ability to fight for them if necessary. 

“It is unsafe at the present moment 
to obey the Biblical injunction to beat our 
swords into ploughshares.” 

Calling for elimination of “all narrow- 
visioned Service rivalries,” General Adler 
said “the speed, destructiveness and com- 
plexities of modern war have taught us 
we can successfully defend ourselves only

if our various weapons and Services re- 
spond in unison and harmony.” 

Turning to the requirement for con- 
tinued study of world events and prob- 
lems, General Adler said to his officers 
that “never before has it been so vital 
for men of good will to be also men of 
sound information.” 

Himself long a top supporter of the In- 
formation and Education programs of the 
Armed Forces, General Adler said that 
“none of us has any valid excuse for not 
being posted on world affairs.” 

He said he wished he could advise an 
easy way to keep ourselves informed, but 
observed that “unfortunately, citizenship 
in a free society is not that easy. 

“Democracy throws the ball to us,” said 
General Adler. “It asks us to make up our 
own minds independently on the basis of 
the facts as we know them. 

“The strength of our society depends to 
a large extent on the soundness of our 
collective judgment and that, in turn, de- 
pends upon the extent and accuracy of 
the information each of us possesses.” 

Though retiring from Reserve service, 
General Adler is expected to continue his 
active role as a top advisor on Reserve 
problems. 

President Eisenhower, hailing his nota- 
ble record of service (THE JOURNAL, 23 
Oct.), said, “I am glad to know that our 
military establishment will continue to 
have the benefit of your wise counsel in 
the years to come.” 

In this regard, there is strong reason 


| to believe that when the 84th Congress 


begins hearings on the new Reserve 
Forces legislation, the Armed Services 
Committees will call upon General Adler 
for expert testimony among the first 
witnesses.

Editor-General Looks At “The Service” 


Maj. Gen. Julius Ochs Adler, USAR, saying farewell to officers of the 77th 
Statue of Liberty Division in New York City, with which he served in WWI and 
which he commanded since 1946, recalled at a farewell dinner words that he had 


written almost 36 years ago. 


At that time, the renowned vice president and general manager of The New 
York Times was editor of the history of the 77th Division’s action in WWI. These 
were the words he used then and brought into new focus: 

“The Service is not a mosaic of parts; it is a unity of many parts welded 
into one. It is far more than an organized force of material power. The Serv- 
ice, embracing within its strength the Infantry, the Artillery, and all the 
varied branches that contribute to (the efficiency of) the whole, is an insti- 
tution with its glorious traditions reflected and embodied in the present. 

“The fearless defender of our rights and liberties, the protector of our 
inheritance; the guardian of our ideals and traditions, it stands the glory 
and pride of a great united people. Bound together by bonds of common sym- 
pathy, purified by one spirit of duty and sacrifice, actuated by the same in- 
spirations and impulses, it is ennobled and guided by the same hopes and 
ideals. The spirit of the Service has enshrined itself in the hearts of a Nation. 

“Its achievements have become the realization of our most fervent 
prayers, the recipient of our just praises and the embodiment in golden deeds 
of what we most prize and esteem in American manhood.”

Marriage Policy Eased 
For Troops In Germany 


Stringent regulations governing mar- 
riages between German nationals and U. 
S. military personnel and civilian em- 
ployees of the Armed Forces will be eased 
15 Nov. 

The new policy change, which will 
affect Army, Navy and Air Force person- 
nel in Germany, shortens from 18 to 8 
months the period of time a serviceman 
has to be stationed in Germany before 
requesting permission to marry a Ger- 
man national. 

The old regulation stated that no mar- 
riage could be performed prior to 120 
days before the termination of the serv- 
iceman’s or civilian’s tour of duty. 

It is thought the new policy will create 
better American-German relations and 
improve troops morale and welfare. 

Permission for the assignment to Ger- 
many and Austria of military personnel 
married to nationals of those two coun- 
tries is expected to be announced shortly.

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Court Decision Permits Dual Compensation 


For Army-AF Reservists Out On Longevity 


The United States Court of Claims has 
held unanimously that Army and Air 
Force Reserve officers retired for lon- 
gevity under Title III of the Army and 
Air Force Vitalization and Equalization 
Retirement Act of 1948 are entitled to 
their retired pay without regard to the 
amount of civilian compensation they 
may receive from the Federal Govern- 
ment. 

The decision of the Court of Claims 
overruled an opinion of the Comptroller 
General upon which the Army and Air 
Force have based their denial of retired 
pay to Reserve officers so long as they 
hold civilian Federal employment at a 
salary of $3,000 a year or more. 

The Court held that the plain meaning 
of the Act of 1 July 1947 extending cer- 
tain pay privileges to Reserves and Na- 
tional Guard personnel was sufficient to 
exempt Reserve officers retired under the 


1948 statute from the dual salary limita- 
tion otherwise imposed by Congress. 


According to Mr. Burr Tracy Ansell of 
the law firm of Ansell and Ansell, who 
brought the suit on behalf of 40 Reserve 
officers, the decision of the Court applies 
only to members of the Army and Air 
Force Reserve and National Guard. The 
decision has no bearing upon the retired 
officers of the Regular establishment and 
it leaves open all questions affecting the 
rights of Reserve officers retired for dis- 
ability to receive retired pay in addition 
to civilian compensation. 


It is understood that payments of the 
retired pay found due the officers involved 
in the suit will not be made until the 
Department of Justice determines wheth- 
er the Supreme Court will be asked to 
review the decision of the Court of 
Claims.

Some Previously Ineligible May Now Collect 
Benefits Under Revised Social Security Rules 


THE JOURNAL has pointed out in numerous articles during recent months 
the complexity of Social Security legislation and the desirability of individuals 
to advise their survivors to make inquiry concerning possible benefits. The fol- 
lowing report tells how some persons previously ineligible may be in line for 


benefits, if they apply. 

A feature of the new Social Security 
law of extreme importance to members 
of the armed forces and their survivors 
has come to the attention of the ARMyY- 
AIR Force-NAVY JOURNAL, 

This particular phase of the new law 
relates to wage earners who died be- 
tween January 1940 and September 1950 
and who had at least six quarters of em- 
plovment under Social Security—in other 
words, a year and a half of employment 
under Social Security. 

Military service between September 
1940 and July 1947 qualifies to meet this 
requirement of six quarters. 

During the period 1940-1950, require- 
ments that had to be met in order to be 
insured under Social Security were more 
stringent than they are today. 

Under the 1954 Social Security Law, 
any wage earner who died between Janu- 
ary 1940 and September 1950 and had 
worked under Social Security at least a 
year and a half is now deemed insured. 

This provision helps such people as 
widowed mothers with children under 
18, widows age 65, survivors’ children un- 
der 18 years of age and even denendent 
parents of wage earners who died prior 
to September 1950.

There will be many instances of Serv- 
icemen actually working a year and a 
half before entry into service. For Serv- 
icemen who died before Septemher 1950 
this would not have been sufficient for 
survivors to draw Social Security bene- 
fits under the old law. However, since 
the passage of the 1954 law, this is now 
an adequate amount of employment. If 
the Serviceman who died prior to Sep- 
tember 1950 had as much as a year and 
a half military service without any work 
in private industry, his survivors, too, 
may now be eligible for Social Security 
benefits. 

To cite a specific example: a widow 
with two children had applied for bene- 
fits before September 1950. Her applica- 
tion was denied because her husband did 
not work under Social Security long 
enough. That widow should recontact the 
Social Security office for reconsideration 
of her claim provided her husband had 
worked at least a year and a half under 
Social Security or had at least a vear 
and a half of military service after 16 Sep- 
tember, 1940. 

Benefits are not automatic: applica- 
tions must be filed. The earliest pay- 
ment under this provision would be Sep-

All other allotments are 
stopped. Nondisability retired pay is sub- 
ject to income tax and income tax is 
withheld when applicable. 

Physical Examination 

Active duty officers who request volun- 
tary retirement or who are to be trans- 
ferred to the retired list for statutory 
reasons should take steps to obtain a 
complete physical examination about 
three months prior to the prospective 
date of retirement. 

Any physical defects which are found 
may then be corrected and will not com- 
plicate and delay pocessing and release 
from active duty. If a disability is dis- 
closed, the officer may be subject to 
physical disability retirement. BuPers 
states that if an officer has submitted 
a request for retirement and serious 
disease or injury intervenes, “it is very 
important that he notify the Retirement 
Division of BuPers promptly of the oc- 
currence and request that final action 
on retirement papers be withheld pend- 
ing determination of physical condi- 
tion.” 

Statutory retirement for age or serv- 
ice may not be delayed for physical dis- 
ability reasons beyond the mandatory 
effective date, regardless of hospitaliza- 
tion status. After a request has been ap- 
proved for voluntary retirement and the 
effective date has arrived or after the 
effective date of a statutory retirement, 
there is no process of law whereby the 
retired status may be changed, other 
than private legislation. 

There are two exceptions: 

1—When retired officers are recalled 
to active duty and incur physical disabili- 
ty (however, they may not be or 
dered to active duty solely for treatment 
and examination at a Naval hospital). 

2—The involuntary retirement of a 
warrant officer may, in the discretion of 
the SecNav, be deferred for a period not 
to exceed four months when, because of 
unavoidable circumstances, proper eval- 
uation of the WO’s physical condition 
and possible entitlement to disability re- 
tirement necessitates a period of hospi- 
talization or medical observation which 
eannot be completed prior to the date 
retirement otherwise would be required. 

Combat Advancement 

Officers who have been specially com- 
mended by the Head of the Executive 
Department for performance of duty in 
actual combat for an act or service per- 
formed prior to 1 Jan. 1947 will be placed 
on the retired list in the next higher 
grade than that in which serving at the 
time of retirement. This combat advance- 
ment is honorary and carries with it no 
increase in retired pay. 

Household Shipments 

Officers are given one year from the 
date of their retirement within which 
to select a home to which they wish to 
move their families and household goods. 

Within the United States, travel must 
be performed at the personal expense of 
the officer who may submit a payment 
claim for mileage after arrival at the 
selected home. 

For travel to a selected home outside 
the continental U. S., officers should pro- 
cure transportation from the port of em- 
barkation by requesting authority for 
overseas transportation form the ap- 
propriate command. 

Transportation for dependents is simi- 
larly authorized except that, if a home 
is selected in advance, transportation 
requests may be procured for depend- 
ents’ travel within the U. S. 

To obtain transportation or reimburse- 
ment for transportation, an endorsement 
must be placed upon the retirement or- 
ders showing te place selected as a home. 

Shipment of household effects from 
the last or anv previous permanent duty 
station (or place of storage) to the se- 
lected home also is authorized. House- 
hold goods may he turned over to a sup- 
ply officer or carrier for shipment up to 
one year from the date of retirement. 





Privileges of Retired Personnel 


Retired personnel not on active duty 
are: 

1—Entitled to wear the prescribed 
uniform of their retired rank when 
wearing of the uniform is appropriate. 

2—Permitted to use their military 
titles in connection with commercial 
enterprises. 

3—Accorded the privileges of the com- 
missary stores, ship’s service stores, 
small stores, officer clubs, Army com- 
missary stores, and armed services ex- 
changes subject to the limitation of 
available facilities. 

Also subject to the availability of fa- 
cilities, retired officers and their depend- 
ents may receive hospitalization, in-pa- 
tient and out-patient treatment at medi- 
cal facilities. 

They and their dependents also may 
receive one round trip per year on a 
space-available basis, on an MSTS vessel 
subject to payment of the applicable 
MSTS charges for space-available travel. 


Laws Governing Retirement 


The laws which govern voluntary, 
statutory age and statutory service re- 
tirement are as follows:

(5) Rank on the retired list: Rank in which 
serving at the time of retirement if appointed 
or »ffirmed under Offtcer Personnel Act of 
1947, as amended.

(1) Law: Act of 13 May 1908 (34 USC 383). 

(2) Applicable to: Perm. Regular officers. 

(3) Creditable service for retirement: 
Full-time active duty, commissioned, war- 
rant, and enlisted, in the Army, Navy, Air 
Force, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, or Re 
serve components thereof. 

(4) Pay: 3/4 of the applicable basic pay 
of the rank in which retired. 

(5) Rank on the retired list: Rank in 
which serving at the time of retirement if 
appointed or affirmed under Officer Person- 
nel Act of 1947, as amended. 


30 Years’ Service 


(1) Law: Act of 2 March 1907 (34 USC 431). 

(2) Applicable to: Temp. officers and WOs 
with perm. enlisted status. 

(3) Creditable service for retirement: 
Full-time active duty, commmissioned, war- 
rant, and enlisted in the Army, Navy, Air 
Force, Marine Corps, Coast Guard, or Re- 
serve components thereof, less time lost for 
AWOL, SKMC, or NPDI. 

(4) Pay: 3/4 of the applicable basic pay 
of the rank in which retired. 

(5) Rank on the retired list: Rank in 
which serving at the time of retirement if 
appointed, promoted, or affirmed under Of- 
ficer Personnel Act of 1947, as amended. 

20 Years’ Service 

(1) Law: Act of 21 Feb. 1946 (34 USC 
410b). 

(2) Applicable to: Perm. Regular officers. 

(3) Creditable service for retirement: Ac- 
tive duty in the Navy, Marine Corps, or 
Const Guard or Reserve components thereof. 
including active duty for training, at least 
10 vears of which shall be active commis- 
sioned srevice. 

(4) Pay: 2%% times the number of years 
creditable for basic pay purposes times the 
annlicable basie pav of the rank in which 
retired. Maximum 75%. 

(5) Rank on the retired list: Rank in 
which serving at the time of retirement if 
anpointed or -ffirmed under Officer Person- 
nel Act of 1947, as amended.

(4) Pay: 2%% times the number of years 
creditable for basic pay purposes times the 
applicable basic pay of the rank in which 
retired. Maximum 75%. 

(5) Rank on the retired list: Highest 
rank, permanent or temporary, held while 
on active duty. 


Statutory Age (Male WOs) 


(1) Law: Act of 29 May 1954 (P. L. 379— 
83d Congress). 

(2) Applicable to: Perm. Male WOs. 

(3) Requirement: (a) Any perm. male 
WO who, having completed not less than 
20 years of active serive, has attained the 
age of 62, shall be retired on the first day 
of the month following the date that is 60 
days after the date on which he attains that 
age. (Example: age 62 attained 15 March, 
effective date of retirement 1 June) (b) The 
separation of any person who, on 1 Nov. 
1954, is a male permanent WO, and who 
upon attaining age 62 has completed less 
than 20 years’ active service, may be deferred 
by the Secretary of the Navy until he com- 
pletes 20 years’ active service, but not later 
than that date which is 60 days after the 
date on which he attains the age of 64. 

(4) Pay: 24%4% times the number of years 
creditable for basic pay purposes times the 
applicable basic pay for the rank in which 
retired.

(3) Requirements: (a) Any permanent 
woman WO who, having completed not less 
than 20 years of active service, has attained 
the age of 55, shall be retired on the first 
day of the month following the date that 
is 60 days after the date on which she at- 
tains that age. (Example: age 55 attained 
15 March, effective date of retirement 1 
June) (b) The separation of any person who, 
on 1 Nov. 1954, is a perm. woman WO, and

Career Problems 


Although many of the problem areas 
created by the rapid growth of Army 
aviation, which has occurred in the past 
ten years, are well on the way to solu- 
tion, there are some as yet unsolved. One 
of these is that of a sufficiently attrac- 
tive career for the officer Aviators. To- 
day they must first be an officer of one 
of the branches of the service and sec- 
ondly an aviator. They must attempt 
to remain proficient, qualified and ex- 
perienced in their branch of the service 
while at the same time proficient, quali- 
fied and experienced in aviation. In or- 
der to do this a plan to provide rotation 
to ground duty and then return to flying 
duty was devised. 

In theory, rotation is fine, but in prac- 
tice it has its faults. Upon being rotated 
to ground duty the Aviator is in fact in 
competition for good efficiency reports 
with his contemporaries who have spent 
their full time on “ground duty.” On the 
other hand the increase in the size and 
complexity of the aircraft and the corre- 
sponding increase in time that an aviator 
must spend on aviation matters, even to 
meet the minimum safety requirements, 
has tended further to prevent rotation 
to ground duty. Yet unless he is rotated 
to ground duty his chances for promotion 
are lessened because of his lack of ex- 
perience in command and other require- 
ments in his basic arm of the service. 


The difficulty seems to be that experi- | 
ence and efficiency in aviation matters | 


are not recognized as qualifications for 
increases in responsibilities and rank, 


and that the opportunity to command 


aviation units of appropriate size is gen- 
erally lacking. 
Advancement Difficulties 
For the Army Aviator there is no clear 
career ladder for advancement. Except

The problem area mentioned above has 
been a source of concern for the Army 
and its aviators for quite some time and 
is now being given serious study. At times 
other areas have been troublesome. The 
supply and maintenance of our fleet of 
aircraft, which is so widely scattered, is 
a unique and continuing problem, The 
perfection of techniques for rapidly mov- 
ing combat elements in the battle area 
is also receiving expert and concentrated 
attention. Despite the many problems 
facing us today, we who are dedicated 
to providing the Army with an air capa- 
bility which is not only trained and 
equipped specifically for our needs but 
which is always at hand, see a great fu- 
ture for the Army and its aviation. 

In the very near future combat com- 
manders will be capable of deploying 
their units with speed and certainty over 
the most difficult terrain imaginable. The 
fighting man will arrive on the scene of 
battle with his organization intact and 
fresh for the fray. Supply and evacua- 
tion will be effected in a matter of min- 
utes. No peak, jungle or river will pre- 
sent an obstacle too difficult for patrols 
or larger units to pass immediately. These 
things are within our grasp now. Our 
problem is to equip and organize our- 
selves so that the availability of the 
necessary aircraft resembles that of the 
present day motor vehicle. We must also 
insure that the efficiency and speed of 
our operations are little effected by wea- 
ther or darkness. 


Notes from SAC 


Airmen, NCOs and officers will share 
in a SAC-wide $12 million recreational 
building project now programmed by 
the Installations Division at SAC Head- 
quarters, Col. Virgil B. Culberson, 
USAF, construction branch chief, dis- 
closed this week at Offutt AFB, Nebr. 

The SAC program provides for 56 build- 
ings, including 19 service clubs, 16 NCO 
clubs, and 16 officers messes and clubs. 
Construction will start on 26 of the 
buildings between now and next May. 
Contract award dates have not been 
scheduled on the remaining 24 buildings. 

SAS’s ambitious club building program, 
designed to provide a better off-duty 
social and recreational life for its mem- 
bers, has been long delayed by construc- 
tion of more critical facilities. Colonel 
Culberson said this initial construction 
marks the beginning of SAC emphasis on 
recreational facilities. 

60 Days Notice 

At least 60 days notice on permanent 
change of station movements is now the 
goal throughout SAC, under a recently- 
announced Directorate of Personnel pol- 
icy. 

Although there will be times when 60- 
day notification of airmen and officers is 
impossible, SAC personnel officials have 
stressed that their goal always will be 
to come as close as possible to the two- 
month advance notice. 

The new policy is in line with a re- 
cent request of Air Force Secretary Har- 
old E. Talbott that everything possible 
be done to reduce inconvenience to Air 
Force personnel and disruption of fam- 
ily routine caused by short-notice PCS 
movements, particularly overseas. 

SAC has taken the lead in developing 
such a plan, and is one of the first Air 
Force commands to put the 60-day no- 
tice procedure into effect.

*‘Pogo-Stick” Makes First Level Flight 


Military aircraft history was made this 
week when the General Dynamics Corpo- 
ration’s Convair XFY-1 vertical take-off 
fighter was operated at high speed in 
horizontal flight. 

Piloted by J. F. “Skeets” Coleman, the 
delta-winged Convair took off vertically 
from Brown Naval Auxiliary Air Sta- 
tion, San Diego, Calif., at 7:27 a.m., 
Pacific time. After reaching an altitude 
of 175 feet, test pilot Coleman arced the 
plane into a horizontal position and 
picked up speed. After a brief flight, he 
returned to the field, swung the craft’s 





nose to the sky, and backed it to a land- 
ing. The entire flight lasted 21 minutes. 

The radical Convair fighter, designed 
to operate directly from the deck of an 
ordinary Navy transport, has been mak- 
ing vertical take-offs and landings at 
Brown Field since 1 September. 

The Convair’s normal ground position 
is vertical; the pilot reached the cockpit 
by a 20 foot ladder. 

It is powered by an Allison turboprop 
engine driving a six-bladed contra-rotat- 
ing Curtiss-Wright “Turboelectric” pro- 
peller. The prop is 16 feet in diameter.

Air Force Will Get 


Fixed Gunnery Trainer 


A fixed gunnery trainer for teaching 
fighter pilots the tactical use of modern 
fire control systems has been developed 
by the Rheem Manufacturing Company 
in cooperation with the Wright Air De- 
velopment Center, Ohio. 

Officially designated F-86D/F-151 Fixed 
Gunnery Trainer, the new flight simula- 
tor will improve crew quality by provid- 
ing supervised training in basic tech- 
niques and procedures of air-to-air and 
air-to-ground gunnery.

Gun- 
nery controls, flight controls, instru- 
ments and flight characteristics are iden- 
tical to those in the F-86 aircraft.

Plans to build a laboratory for 
nuclear propulsion research were an- 
nounced this week by the Air Force. 

The $10,000,000 facility is expected 
to be constructed within a 50-mile 
radius of the Pratt and Whitney Air- 
craft plant at East Hartford, Conn.

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Pentagon Readies Half-Billion Pay Hike | 
Plan For President; May Mean 6% Boost 


(Continued from First Page) 
briefing is in the offing. 

However, it can be stated that the 
formula now being advanced, though re- 
jecting an across-the-board percentage 
increase, would in actuality come out to 
roughly a 6 per cent pay increase for 
servicemen with over two years’ service. 

This pay increase, if approved by the 
President and Congress, would apply to 
uniformed members of the Coast Guard, 
Public Health Service and Coast and 
Geodetic Survey, as well as military per- 
sonnel of the Army, Navy, Air Force and 
Marine Corps. 

The prospective military pay increase 
briefing for President Eisenhower will be 
in line with the Chief Executive’s stand- 
ing request to Defense Secretary Charles 
E. Wilson for reports on the “career at- 
tractiveness” problems in the Armed 
Forces. 

Mr. Wilson and his top personnel aide, 
Assistant Defense Secretary Carter L. 
Burgess, will present to the President 
and members of the Cabinet a pay plan 
which is designed essentially to retain 
career personnel on active service. 

They will explain that for this reason 
the pay adjustment plan will be limited 
to personnel with at least two years’ serv- 
ice, thereby eliminating draftees and of- 
ficers filling active duty obligations, such 
as ROTC graduates. 

Besides, the widespread feeling at the 
Pentagon is that pay for recruits is now 
adequate and actually is out-of-line with 
the formula advanced by the Hook Com- 
mission in 1949. 

The rew Pentagon pay plan will strive 
to restore the spread in pay between the 
various ranks which was sought by the 
Hook Commission, but which was over- 
turned in favor of across-the-board per- 
centage increases voted by Congress. 

This effort to restore the spread in pay 
to stimulate career incentive will make 
the Pentagon pay plan rather compli- 
cated. 

The new plan proposes that there be 
two steps in adjusting military pay: 

1. The initial step will be to bring pay 
rates into line with the Hook Commis- 
sion formula, which would mean about a 
5 per cent adjustment for officers, 3 per 
cent for warrant officers and 2 per cent 
for enlisted men. 

2. After this is done, a cost-of-living 
pay raise of about 4 per cent would be 
added. 

Although it is believed this would re- 
sult in roughly a 6 per cent pay increase 
for military personnel, the important fact 
to remember is that the pay plan does 
not call for single-scale across-the-board 
adjustment. 

This means, of course, that the 6 per 
cent average will be achieved by some 
personnel receiving more than _ that, 
others less, on a sliding-scale basis, with 





longevity a contributing factor. 

Intricate tables have been developed 
to accompany the pay raise study, show- 
ing how pay rates will be weighted care- 
fully to insure retention of desired per- 
sonnel, particularly in NonCom ranks. 

Notwithstanding the fact that top 
Pentagon officials, including Assistant 
Secretary Burgess, have been briefed on 
the pay plan and have given apparent 
approval, some changes probably will be 
made before the proposal is presented 
formally to the President. 

However, Service personnel can take 
as a favorable indication of Pentagon in- 
tentions to press for a pay raise the fact 
that Mr. Burgess interrupted his priority 
work on the new Reserve Forces Plan to 
review the pay plan and to discuss it 
with his associates, including the Comp- 
troller, Assistant Secretary W. J. Mc- 
Neil, and other Defense Department 
fiscal experts. 

Yet to be made is the major policy de- 
cision of whether or not to include “aux- 
iliary” items in the pay raise plan. Assist- 
ant Defense Secretary Fred Seaton, re- 
sponsible for legislative affairs, will prob- 
ably have the key word on this matter. 

The corollary pay items include a 
boost in per diem rates for military per- 
sonnel from $9 to $13 in order to bring 
them in line with civilian rates. 

Also under study is a plan to provide 
military personnel with a “dislocation al- 
lowance” when they are transferred. 
This might be valued at one month’s 
basic allowance for quarters. 

A third proposal, one that was ad- 
vanced by a civilian commission headed 
by RAdm. Lewis L. Strauss, USNR, now 
chairman of the Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, would realign hazardous duty pay 
rates (most of them upward) by placing 
them on a percentage of base pay, rather 
than on flat rates. 

Many Service officials are hopeful, 
however, that the pay raise plan will be 
kept separate, the feeling being that this 
would improve chances of action on 
Capitol Hill, particularly with regard to 
the price tag implications. 

In view of the fact that the Adminis- 
tration is now putting final touches on 
its legislative program for the 84th Con- 
gress, there is speculation that Secre- 
tary Wilson will ask for an early confer- 
ence with the President and Budget Bu- 
reau officials on the pay raise plan. 

This will be done in order that a mili- 
tary pay increase can be associated from 
the outset with any plan that would 
mean a pay increase for the Govern- 
ment’s civilian employees. 

The President has promised to take a 
new look at the civilian pay problem in 
the Federal Government, and for that 
reason there is strong indication that a 
briefing on the military pay situation also

Air Staff Position: It is not planned to 
seek restoration of the Officers Certification 
Act of 1942 which expired 1 Apr, 1954. Many 
of the fraud cases currently pending can be 
directly attributed to this Act whereas under 
current procedures there is less attempt to 
defraud the Government of monies not right- 
ly due the member. 


t. A recommendation that the deadline date 
for election of options under the Uniformed 
Services Contingency Option Act of 1953 for 
members on active duty be extended to the 
date of submission of retirement application. 

Air Staff Position: The Air Force has rec- 
ommended to the Department of Defense 
(1) that a single table of reductions from 
officers’ retired pay be established, or alterna- 
tively (2) if the present system of dual tables 
is continued that the individual be permitted 
to participate in the program by an election 
made at the time of retirement. 


u. A recommendation that when a RIF pro- 








gram is invoked, more advance notice of the 
required RIF action be given. 

Air Staff Position: Air Force policy is to 
give maximum notice to officers being in- 
voluntarily released. However, past experi- 
ence has shown that the situation necessi- 
tating a RIF usually precludes giving affected 
officers as much notice as they might desire. 
The Air Force will continue to attempt to 
foresee RIF requirements sufficiently far 
ahead to permit adequate advance notifica- 
tion to the personnel concerned. 


v. A recommendation that reassignment of 
personnel with dependents of school age be 
made only when schools are not in session. 

Air Staff Position: Approximately 43 per 
cent of Air Force officers and 8 per cent 
of Air Force airmen have school age children. 
The majority of this group are in the upper 
officer and airmen grades. To restrict move- 
ment of these personnel to 2 months in the 
year would reduce the effectiveness and capa- 
bilities of Air Force units to an unacceptable 
level during the period concerned. In addi- 
tion, such a policy change which would in- 
crease the transportation load, particularly 
to overseas areas, would be unacceptable. 
Furthermore, approximately 35 per cent of 
all normal reassignments and many other 
special reassignments are made during the 
months of June to September. It is, therefore, 
not considered advisable to restrict the PCS 
movement of Air Force personnel with school 
age children by general policy but rather 
to encourage the continued consideration of 
this factor in each individual reassignment 
action.
